T JSTTNG OF CLAIMS: 

1. (Currently Amended) An absorbent product comprises an absorption body having a 
generally oblong shape with two longitudinal sides, two transverse sides, a longitudinal 

center line, 

a first liquid-permeable surface layer, 

a second essentially liquid-impermeable surface layer, 

an essentially liquid-impermeable backing layer, 

an absorption body positioned between said liquid-permeable surface layer and said 
backing layer, and 

two leakage barriers made of flexible material and extending in the longitudinal 
direction with one of the barriers on each side of the longitudinal center line and the liquid- 
permeable surface layer, 

each of the leakage barriers having a first edge permanently fastened along the 
liquid-permeable surface layer and a second edge which extends in the direction of the 
longitudinal center Ime of the absorbent product, the second edge contains elastic so as to 
gather the second edge at least in a central portion thereof. 

each of the leakage barriers also having a first surface and a second surface, 
wherein one of the first surface and the second surface of each of said leakage barriers is 
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fastened to or near to one of the first, liquid-permeable surface layer and the second, 
liquid-impermeable surface layer in a temporary manne r bv a binder which loses the 
adhesive or cohesive capacity of the binder during use of the absorbent product, wherein 
the one surface of each leakage barrier is elastic ized so as to come away from the one of 
the first surface laver and the second surface laver it is fastened to and forms a raised 
leakage barrier when the hinder los es the adhesive or cohesive capacity.

3. (Original) The absorbent product according to claim 1, wherein the binder loses its 
adhesive or cohesive capacity within the temperature range 30-37 "^C. 

4. (Original) The absorbent product according to claim 1, wherein the binder is oil, 
wax or glue. 

5. (Original) The absorbent product according to claim 1, wherein the binder 
comprises glycerides or C14-C22 fatty alcohols. 

6. (Original) The absorbent product according to claim 1, wherein the binder is a 
glue. 
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7. (Original) The absorbent product according to claim 1, whereas the binder is a 
mixture of saturated and unsaturated C,2-C22 fatty acids. 

8. (Currently Amended) An absorben t product comnrises an absorption body having a 
generally oblnn|? shape with two lo n gitudinal s ides, two transverse sides, a longitudinal 

center line. 

a first liquid-per meable surface laver. 

a second essentiallv liauid-imperm eable surface laver. 

an essentiailv liquid-impermeabl e backing laver. 

an absorption hodv positi o npd between said liquid-oermeable surface layer and said 
backing laver. 

two leakage barriers made o f flexible material and extending in the longitudinal , 
direction with one of the barriers on each side of the longitudinal center line and the liquid- 
permeable surface layer. 

each of the leakage barriers having a first edge permanently fastened along the 
liquid-permeable surface laver and a second ed ge which extends in the direction of the 
lon gifadinal center line of the ab sorbent product. 

each of the leakage barriers also havin g a first surface and a second surface. 
wherein one of the first surface and the second surface of each of said leakage barriers is 
fastened with a binder to or near to one of the first, liqu id-permeable surface laver and the 
second, liquid-impermeable surface laver. The absorbent product according to claim 1. 
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wherein the binder loses its adhesive or cohesive capacity at TEWL values above 20 g/m^h. 

9. (Original) The absorbent product according to claim 1, wherem the leakage 
barriers comprise a non-woven material or laminate thereof. 

10. (Currently Amended) The absorbent product according to claim 1, wherein the one 
surface is fastened binder ia constituted by ultrasonic welding or a thermal bond. 

11. (Original)) The absorbent product according to claim 1, wherem the binder 
comprises glycerides or C12-C22 fatty acids. 

12. (Original) The absorbent product according to claim 1, wherein the binder 
comprises glycerides or C12-C22 fatty alcohol ethoxylates with a degree of ethoxylation of 
roughly 2 to roughly 30. 

13. (Currently Amended) The absorbent product of clarni 1, wherein the absorbent 
product is a diaper, a pant diaper, an incontinence pad, or a sanitary towel or the like. 



14. (Original) The absorbent product according to claim 1, wherein the binder 
comprises derivatives of glycerides or C14-C22 fatty alcohols. 
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15. (Original) The absorbent product according to claim 1, wherein the binder 
comprises derivatives of glycerides or C,2-C22 fatty acids. 

16. (Original) The absorbent product according to claun 1, wherein the binder 
comprises derivatives of glycerides or C,2-C22 fatty alcohoi ethoxylates with a degree of 
ethoxylation of roughly 2 to roughly 30.
